OBSTACLES IN LI HUNG CHANG'S WAY 



Gov'jrnmriit of I'nUp<I 8tates !• Wtll 
iiiK to liciiiler Aid Wht^u 
Teriiiit Have Bcipit Complied 
WlUi by I't kliiK koUu. 



WMhtnfton, Aug. 1.— Ttat lafety of 

the ministers at Htking being teinpoi 
arily ae&ured, the attentiou oi the gov 
eroment is now being directed toward 
two objects, flrat to effect the perma- 
nent safety of the minlBterK by bring 
ing tliem away from Peking anj sec 
ond, to hasten the advance In the Chi 
oese capital. 

Th9 Chinese government !■ employ- 
ing every device diplomatically to pre 
Tent the forward movement of the in 
ternatlonal column. U Hung Chang 
to tb« main rellaaca to enoompaaa tb 
purpoae, but he is hampered by the ob- 
tuseneBB of the Peking officials. Our 
government ifl willing to render siu a 
•Mlstance as it propeiiy can, but it 
must be upon the term* already laid 
down. 

It is said here that the one possHile 
nie.ins of stopping tlio foiwaid move- 
ment of the column within the reuLii 
o( the Chinese government Is an In- 
stant compliance with tlic first de- 
mands of tlie power.s, nanK^ly tliat the 
ministers l)e put in fre e coinmuiiic i- 
ttion with their governments. It has 
been suggested to the Peking autborl- 
tiw? that they send an enil)ii.ssy Imme- 
diately to Ti( n Tain, clothed with full 
authority to deal with the situation 
and given unlimltod power to afford 
reparation for the Injuries Infllcte 1 
upon the internationals. 

If this Is preceded by the release of 
the minlBtera from' siege, there Is a 
possibility that the powers temporar- 
ily will suspend the military move 
mi-nt whicli may, in the end. be ren 
dered unnecessary if the embassy 
meets the demands ot Europe and 
Americn. 

Meanwhile Admiral Remcy cables 
that iiMii marines — those who crossed 
on the Grant under Major BIddle — arc 
being sent to Tien Tsln, Indicating 
the intention of the military com 
manders th-^re to make an early start. 

TTie advi.es from Li Hung Chang, 
brought to the state department by 
Minister Wu, afford strong evidence of 
the desire of the Chlnepe government 
to escape from its present prediclment, 
and certainly seem to afford a reason 
able guarantee tor the bodily safety 
of the Icgatlonera pending the out- 
come of negotiations respecting thfl 
abandonment of the I'eking campaign. 

Care Kor the '^iek. 
Washington, Aug. 1. — '1 he following 
eahlesram was received at the navy 
iepartmeot from Admiral Remey dat- 
•d July 29: 'Solace with sick and 
wounded proceeded Nagasaki, Yoko- 
hama, Guam, Honolulu an I M u e 
Island, five marines and navy officer .s 
Ave army offlcers, nine navy men, 90 
marines, 65 Ninth Infantry. All men 
will remain aboard Solace until other- 
wise recommended by army medical 
authorities at Nagasaki or Surgeon 
Anderson at Yokohama. Army hos- 
pital ship Relief, preparing at N tgi- 
saki for Taku. Japanese hospital ship 
alternating here at our disposal If 
iMed^d. U^uttnut Leonard's c.ondi- 
tlon more nvorable, recovery hopeful. 
BIddle's command ordered Tien Tsln." 
Major BIddle's command consists of 
225 marines who sailed from San 
Francisco oh the Orant with Genoral 
CbaSM and tho Slzth caralry. 

An Imperial Sdlet. 

Washington, Aug. 1.— The Chinese 
minister called at the state department 
and presented to Secretary Hay some 
ct the latest correspondence lhat has 
passed between Li Hung Ohang ud 
the imperial Chinese govemmtat. Tha 
miniiiter's dispatches state that on the 
19th Instant i.i IIuiik Chan*; and sev- 
eral of the moHt influential viceroys 
■emorlallsed the emperor to extend 
protei'tion to all foreigner.^ In Peking 
and elsewhere in China. The reply to 
this memorial was delayed for some 
time and the viceroys presented an- 
other petition asking that the minis- 
ters should be given safe e.scort from 
Peking or that free cumniunication 
should be opened between them and 
their governments. In reply to the 
memorial the emperor by imperial 
«dlet ordered all loyal Chinese td prO- 
ttet foreigners in the empire.

PROPERTY SEIZED; 

Mloaragu* Takes Charge uf Kffeets of 
the Canal t'ompany. 

Managua, Nicaragua, Aug. 1. — The 
government of Nicaragua liASf taken 
possession of the property of the Mar- 
itime Canal company and removed the 
oompany's'cars, rails and property to 

the Interior from GreytowB, tUldar ar- 
ticle 54 of the con session. 

August 1 was the date .set for the 
assembling o( the Nicaracuan congress 
in regular session. One subject to 
come up was the confirming of the de- 
cision of the courts and the olllciai 
declaration of the minister of public 
works that the time granted to the 
Maritime Canal company ot Nicaragua, 
whose headquarters arc In New York, 
In which to construct an Intcroceanic 
ship canal across Nicaragua, had ex- 
pired and that the ooacession of that 
company is null and Told. 

It Is probable that the ;-,e!/,;ir,» of the 
company's property has been made in 
conformity with the decision and de- 
claration above mentioned, possibly 
reinforced by congresslanal action. 

The Nicaragmn congress at the sp«- 
siou Just begun is expected to take ac- 
tion with reference to the acquisition 
by tho goTemment of the United 
States of a belt of territory 10 or 15 
miles wide across Nicaragua, emhrac- 
ing the approved route on which to 
construct an Interoceanle ship canal.

New York, Aug 1.— The leaders of 
the Italian colony whidi has settled 
on the shorea of New York harbor are 
taking steps to ferret out and bring to 
Justice those anarchists who, they be- 
lieve, are directly or inJirectly re- 
sponslljle for the killing of King Hum- 
bert. The present feeling of the Ital- 
ian leaders is best expressed by a 
statement made by F. P. Cambria, 
president of the Cnited Italian sodtics 
Of this city. SIgnor Cainliria .said: 
"There Is no doubt In my mind that 
t)ie assassination of King Humbert 
was plotted here. By that I mean not 
only in the Italian (i-lony in tiiis city, 
but In the great settlement of our peo- 
ple around New York harbor. What

makes me think more than any thing 
else that the anarchists amor:g us are 
organized and have choiien men from 
among themselves to put their mur- 
derous plans into execution, was an 
anarchistic Inuendo which I have Just 
discovered. It was only one of tliou- 
sands such circulars which are being 
thrown about broadcast among our 
people. It was printed on the pres.^ 
of an incendiary organ of the anarrli- 
ifits in Hohok.'n, tlie editor of which is 
said to have been an intimate friend 
ot Bresst. The circular first assailed 
the Italian newsi)apers which have 
mourned the deatli of the king. ll 
rallied against any sentiment or sor- 
row and ridiculed all show of sym- 
pathy. Lastly It openly denounced the 
dead king, rejoiced in his taking off 
and named his assassin a hero. It will 
accordingly be our purpose to purge 
our settlement of such an element."^ 

Mrs. liretcl Seek Kest. 
New York, Aug. L— Captain Usher 
ot the Hoboken police said that Mrs. 
Brescl, wife of the assassin of King 
Humbert, whs in such a nervoas con- 
dition that she had gone to the house 
«f a triaod for rest The woman is- 
destitute. She still tries to hope that 
the man arrested In Italy Is not her 
husband, but she admits that there is 
little rsaacm for her hope. She will be 
kept under aurrelllance pending de- 
velopments in her husband's casa. 

A Federal Investigation. 

Washington, Aug. 1.— The possible 

connection between Brescl, the Italian 
murderer of King Humbert and the 
New Jersey group (rf anarchists has 
moved this government to take mesa- 
nres to Investigate the anarchist situ- 
ation in and around .Vew York. J*»t 
what steps have been taken is not 
made public. 

Mrs. Uoiha Vuiti Roberts. 
Pretoria, Aug. 1.— Mrs. Botha was 

the guest of I^ord Roberts at dinner. 
The Boer animosity to President Kru- 
ger grows on account of the fact that 
he and other officers have been per 
suadtng the people that South African 
paper money Is aa good as bank of 
England notes because it Is based on 
an alienable state Becurltlaa, even 
though the state should be conquered. 
As the Bngliflh bare not recognised 
this contention the burghers have been 
ruined and much misery prevails. Th* 
wives and children ot the poorer Boars 
are almost starving. General Botha's 
forces Is kept together by entraord.- 
gary lBT9«tto&g..

Ni> Deliiy In Advance. 
Tien Tsin, July 26, via Shanghai, 
Aug. 1.— The American commander re- 
ceived orders from Washington not to 
delay the advance on Peking. He was 
also infotii;eii that heavy reinforce- 
ments are en vouts. Great activity is 
noticeable at Japanese headquarters 
Transport preparations are l)eing hur- 
ried. It is extremely unlikely that 
either the J.ipaiiese or the British In- 
tend to be left behind the Americans, 
though the British preparations are .a 
long way from completion. The Jaj)- 
ane.je organization, on the other liand, 
excites the admiration of all. The total 
strength of the allien here Is 17,000. 
Reinforcements are arriving daily. 

Democrats Wlli Win. 

Raleigh, N. C, Aug. 1.— The political 
campaign In North Carolina closed 
and Thursday the electiiai will be held. 
Though the struggle has been exceed- 
ingly bitter and stubbornly oontsatea. 
a careful poU ot the registered vote 
shows that the Democratic majority 
for the fr.^nchl8e amendment and stale 
ticket probably will not be less than 
80,000. The Democratie managers 
claim that it will reach 60,000 or over. 
The Republicans and PopuUsta who 
have Joined forota OB a fttslon ticket, 
make no claims. 

Three Drowned. 
Muskegon, Mich., Aug. 1. — Two men 
and a young woman were drowned in 
Muskegon lake by the eapslsing of a 

row boat. The dead are: .IoI;n Mort- 
wdl, ( hurls Erickson and Seliua Teles- 
son. Three other occupants of the 
boat were saved. This makes a total 
of nine persons drowned In tht rloln- 
ity ia..less than six weeks.

j "There are only two priiieiitles or 
systems of government.? known to man 

^ — government by l)riite force and gov- 

1 ernment by con.sent of the governed. 

I The one Is applied from without and Is 
reprcf-slve. .nid. in the finl, de-^tracti ve, 
because it arrests growth; while the 
Other works from within, Is evolution- 
ary and progressive. 

"Government by force has existed 
for thousands of ye ir-. and its tend- 
ency is eveiv- wliere the same. It ha.s 
cheeked growth. arre.-;te<l development, 
cowed the nobler aspirations of man, 
stunted the Intellect, and covered the 
earth with suffering and misery. 

■"Government !iy con.sent of the gov- 
erned stlmiiiaies tht? higher aspira- 
tions of man. I'nder this system of 
government the people reach their 
higlit r i a|>;J.llitie.-. not in one line but 
in all lines. They reach the highest 
standard of manhood and womanhood, 
the highest ideals of Justice and hu 
man felicity; and the nations of tho 
earth have ic-en gi-eat in proportion as 
they recognized the principle of free- 
dom. 

'"Khe principle of governni' nt by 
consent of the g.Tvcrned w;i-; tii 't ap- 
plied in its broadest ^en^e in tl' fiir- 
raation of the republic, and it v.orked 
a revolution In human society. It has 
given the world more progr.-^s in one 
century than it aehieved in the Go or 
60 centuries of recorded time. 

"Now after a career of unparalleled 
splendor, after having been the hope 
of the human race for a centure, after 
having shaped tlie civilization of the 
age, it is solemnly proposed to aban- 
don the principles that made us great, 
to come down from the heights where 
we have been beckoning the nation.s, 
and to get on the lower plane of brute 
force, and enter into a scramble with 
tne despotic nations of the earth in an 
attempt to plunder weaker people."

Id carryiDg oot the provisions of the 
"Pure Food Law" passed l>y the Ken- 
tucky Legislature in 18!W, M. A. t^covell, 
Di ec or of the Experiment Station of 
Kentncky State Colleiie, has completed 
an analysis of 727 Rainples of food col- 
lected Hiiice June, 1S!)8. Of these it was 
found that 290 were adulterated and 4.37 
naadulterated. 

"In eiitl avoriuK to carry into fflVct 
the law," says Prof. Scovell, "we find 
that Kentucky baa been the dumpioft 
(tNind for inferior food products that 
could not be aold in other States. I am 
told by a manafaeturer of proaerraa that 
a car-load of certain preservcM were con- 
demned as unfit for uee in Ohio. In- 
Btructious were given to ship to lodiiin- 
apolis, and add salioylio acid, boil and 
ahip to Kentucky. 

"A Krooar bought a car load of jelly at 
a vary low prioa lo tubs. After keeping 
it a abort time, it aeparated Into glue 
and liquid and waa worthless. One of 
the praaeryinit oompauiaa in Louisville 
told me that runnera were oflbring a 
cheap grade of glue for jellies, and cer- 
tain pre8etv.itives, which they guaran- 
teed chemista could not detect. 

"We have ionnd salicylic acid, flome- 
tiiues in large quantities, in toma*o 
ketchup, preserves and other food prod- 
uota which were aold as pure. Wu have 
tenod formaldehyde and other preaerva>- 
tivea in milk, which perbfepi 1a IPM* 
oaaaa wafi fad to infanta.
